Gerrard Dromeling the Drawer,and Michae! VanBerg rhe Vint- 
ner,and Carberine his Wite.alias Cath2rine Truner, of the Pariſh 
of Sc. E:tio/phs without Agate, were Indicted upon 2 Indivt- 
"ments, and rhe Coro: er's Irquiſition for the Murder of O/ine? 
Norrx, G:nt. on the 13th of Fune It, by giving him one 
mortal Wound , with a Knife value 2 d. un the Throat of the 
Deceaſed, of which be inftantly cid : The ſecond Indictment, 
was for the Robbing the ſaid Norrs, nes the High way, on the 
ſaid 13 of Func, and taking from him a Stuff-coat, a Walt. 
Coat, a pair of Warſed knit Breeches, and $ Guineas in Gold, 
Gerrard Dromelius the Drawer, confelt the Crimes upon his 
Arraiznment; bar the other two put themſelves upon their Try- 
al : The firſt Evidence depoſed, that he was wish the Deceaſ- 
ed at the Red-Lion ar Charring-Crofi, abour 12 a Clock, and 
that he had $ Guineas abour. him at that rime. Another Evi- 
der.ce depoſed, that he did Drink with him in Mapping, about 
half an Hour after 3 or 4 a Clock. Another Evidence depol- 
ed, That he was with the deceaſed at the Priſoner's, Houſe, 
- abour 97 or $ aClock at Night, and If him aſleep there, he 
being in Drink, and deſired them ro ſend for a Coach,and rhe 
Maid went and brought Word, that there was never a one 10 be 
got ; then he defired them to take care of him, and wrote a 
Diretion ro fend him to the Bull Ion without A/zare, where 
his Hotle flood, when he ſhould awake. The Maid depoſed, 
That the Deceaſed being in Drink, came with another Gentle- 
man to her Maiter's Houſe about 7 or $ in the Evening. where 
they Drank,znd the Gentleman defir'd them ro ſend for a Coach, 
and her Miſtreſs bid her go tro a Neighbour's Houle, and ſtay 
a while, and then to come and fay, that their was never a 
Coach to be gor, which accordingly ſhe did, upon Which the 
Gentleman called for a Pen and Ink and deficed them to 
take care of him, and wrote a Nore where the ſhou'd ſend him 
when he wakr, and the Gentleman lefr him aileep in a Box, 
where he ſlept t:11 9, beſo:e he wakt. Then he ask'd where 
bis Friend was,znd her Miſtreſs told him, that he was gone. then 
he gave her very abuſive Linguage, and went ro the Door, 
ang held a great Argunear, and ask'd for fatisfaftior, and 
her Milfreſs ſaid ther he ould have fatisfaCtion by and by ; 
then he carne into the Kitchen, and fat down and drank a 
Bu:rle of Mead, then her Miſtreſs bid her go ro Bed, and 
take the Cluld with her, and ſhe would make a Bed for the 
Gemleman, and he ſhould lie there, upon which he made' 
a Noiſe, and askr if their Honſe was a Prifon? The Drawer 
{tept to him, and took his Sword from bim, and put ir in 


the Bar: In alitile time aiter he was reconcil'd, after which ſhe . 


* wenc up Stares, and made her Bed in the Garrer, and went 
toBed, and in the Night her Miiireſs came up with a Can- 

'» 2nd took the Hamper, which wakt her: About 6 'or 7 
a Clock in the Morning the milt the Hamper, io which the 
foul Cloths were, and when ſhe came down, - ſhe askt_ her 
Miareſs where the Hamper was, and the told her thar ſhe 
lent it to a Suger-Baker, to carry things into the City : She

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enquiry for the Drawer, and found him gone, npon. which 
they askt her Miſtreſs where he was, and ihe faid that he 
was gone into the Szrand, and would be there in a little 
time ; then the Conitab'e took them to the Red-Cro's Ta- 
vern, and being there, her Miſtreſs gave her the Wink, and 
niqguoory ro go re the Houſe of Office, and rook her with 
er, and ſaid, Whatever you do, do nor declare any thing of 
the Hamper, and wld her, that Gerrard had done it; 
and that he came with his Hands all bloody, and deſired 
the Hainpzr of her, to convey away the Cloaths, and af- 
terwards ſhe followed her up Stairs, +2nd ſaid rhat her Life 
wa8 in her . Has, air} deiiced her to conceal it, for if the 
declared ir, ſh: ſhould go the ſane way that Gerrard did, 
upon which th- replied, fle woulkl never conceal Murder ; 
and' detlared it to the Con:table, 
ſ:d, That he go$ nv in the Morninz, and faw two Men: 
at the Common-ſewer, ard that Van Berge was one of the 
Men, and the other a ſhorter M11, which he Swore t be 
the Drawer, having ſeri hun that Morning in Newgate, and 
ſaid, that *he did rhink rivit they were come to Inde ſome 
unaccuſtomed Goods in rheCommon-ſewer ; and declared; 
thar he had the ſame Cloths on now, as he had then when he 
fav him. Another Evidence depoſed, That he roſe in the 
Morning, and Iookt over his Pail:, and faw a great deal 
of Dirt and Rubbiſh rbrown 4::to the Ditch, more than was 
uſual, but could ſee nothing at fi:ir, ar len 
the Heel of a Boor, and went and- called m eople, who 
found a Spur to ir, at length they got our the Body, and 
found that ir was Murdered, and fiript of all its Cloarhs, 
having nothing bur a Pair of Boots on:3 upon which Peo- 
rle garhered together, ard went and feized the 2 Priſoners. 
Three other Evidences depoſed, Thar they jaw the Woman a- 
bour 6 a Clock the next Morning, with a Mop and Pail, and 
that ſhe Had waſher che Houſe, and firowed Sand over it, 
whillt her Maid was abed. Two other Wunelles depoſed, 
That: b-hind rhe Kitchen door there was a Spor of Blood, 
about the bigneſs of a Crown-piece, Another Evidence de- 
poſed, Thar Van Berg askt him a Quettion by way of com- 
pariſon, concerning Murder, and he gave him an Anſwer, 
upon which his Wife ſaid, J/hat you Fool, do you bzgin to 
Howl already. Another Evidenc2 was the Surzeon, who" de- 
poſed, That the Deceaſed was cur from Ear to Ear, and 
thax he had One and thirty Wounds about him, which he 
did ſuppoſe to be done by ſome Knife, and a great Blow 
on one (ide of his Head, which he did believe they ftunn'd 
him firſt withal. Ty | 
As for taking the Drawer, a Carman depoſed, Thar he 
took up the Hamper, ard carried it to the Water fide, and 
a Waicr-man carried it to the Bel! at Pepper-allcy, from 
whence it was Carried to Fireball, and from thence, to the 
Cock and Bottle by St. Fame's Square, where the Drawer 
was found abed, with the Hamper, and the bloody Cloaths in 
the fame Room, which were afterwards produced in Court, 
which Fact being fo plain againſt chew, the Jury found them 


both Guilty of the two Indictments of Murder, but Acquuted 


tnem of the..Robbery, bur Lrome/s15s confeit all. 

After which, they” received Sentence cf Death.
